BEFORE THE LEGISLATURES 
Te xas was not alone in having her 
legislature conoid r the equal '.suf­ 
frage question. 
This figured prom i­ 
nently before a num ber of sim ilar 
bodies. 
Divorce laws were in twenty - 
two states; collateral bill* abetted by 
the wi men w»re 
in 
twenty-seven 
these being, the m others’ pension*, 
women police, minimum wage, eugenic 
marriage*. 
Of these, the Texas wom­ 
en concentrated upon the amendment 
Clause which would subm it the ques­ 
tion of woman’* having the ballot tq 
the individual 
vote. 
Seven 
states 
adopted such an amendment. 
Next 
fall, the question whether or not wom­ 
en Khali vote, will be put squarely to 
the Individual man. 
These states are 
M assachusetts, New Jersey, New York, 
Pennsylvania, for next fall; South D a­ 
kota and W est Virginia, for the fall 
cf 191C.. 
Tennessee passed the same, 
but this must pass a second legislature 
before it ran be submitted. 
Arkansas 
also passed favorably, but. the state 
constitution prohibits more than three 
am endments at one election; 
these 
had been passed, so the passage for 
the suffrage am endment is filed with 
secretary of state to he first in the 
next election for constitutional am end­ 
ment, 
California legislature adopted a res­ 
olution of unqualified indorsement for 
suffrage as it had been tested in that 
state. 
Eleven States Defeat. 
On the other hand, eleven states met 
defeat. Texas wrs among these, three 
votes only having killed the measure. 
The supporters claim a great gain, 
but as this three votes was larking In 
the house for a tw o-thirds majority, 
it never reached the senate. 
Our neighbor state. New 
Mexico, 
passed a law providing for the ap ­ 
pointment of women on the governing 
boards of state institutions, at the 
discretion of the governor. Texas had 
this some years ago, when Mrs. Hele,n 
Stoddard, Miss Eleanor Brackenridge 
end Mrs. Cone Johnson were 
ap ­ 
pointed regents of the College of In­ 
dustrial Arts; ainee, the state hoard 
for the establishment of the Girls' In­
